LeNeave, Nurse Navigator at 
Lourdes Hospital. If you have 
had breast cancer, going 
through breast cancer, or lost 
someone due to breast cancer, 
you are encouraged to attend 
this brunch in order to raise 
awareness. 

Breast cancer has been a 
longstanding public health 
concern in Kentucky. Approx¬ 
imately 590 women die every 
year from breast cancer in the 
Commonwealth. Additionally, 
the American Cancer Society 
predicts approximately 3,160 


new cases of breast cancer will 
be diagnosed in Kentucky this 
year. 

Early detection and prompt 
treatment can significantly re¬ 
duce suffering and death from 
breast cancer. By law, all 
health plans must cover mam¬ 
mograms. Medical guidelines 
strongly recommend that 
women older than 40 have an¬ 
nual mammograms and 
women younger than 40 with 
a family history of breast can¬ 
cer also have regular screen¬ 
ings.

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COUNTY NEWS 


County Holds Fiscal Court Meeting

The October 22,2012, Carlisle 
County Fiscal Court began 
with the approval of the previ¬ 
ous minutes and the ambulance 
report. 

Wayne Floyd, Director of the 
Carlisle County Ambulance 
Service, reported that things 
were going smoothly in the 
ambulance service and that the 
ambulance that was struck by a 
deer was now back up and run¬ 
ning. 

Floyd finished his report by 
stating that he will be attending 
the World EMS Conference in 
New Orleans, Louisiana, and 
has already made arrangements 
to ride with the New Orleans 
Ambulance Service and con¬ 
duct meetings with Ambulance 
Service Directors from Aus¬ 
tralia and New Zealand in 
hopes of acquiring more 
knowledge concerning rural 
ambulance services. Floyd will 
also be meeting with agencies 
in an effort to find more av¬ 
enues for grant money for the 
ambulance service so Carlisle 
Countians can be better served. 

In the coroner’s report, 
Carlisle County Coroner Steve 
Freeman was not in attendance, 
but the fiscal court approved 
his usage of one of the old am¬ 


bulances that Carlisle County 
has to transport deceased pa¬ 
tients to medical examiner’s of¬ 
fices in Madisonville and 
Louisville. This move would 
cut down on county transporta¬ 
tion costs. 

In emergency services, Emer¬ 
gency Services Director 
Carissa Viniard was not pres¬ 
ent, but Carlisle County Judge 
Executive Greg Terry reported 
that the county will receive 
90% of the money to repair the 
bridge on Mrs. Bobby Yates 
Road, and the county will re¬ 
ceive grants of $6,350.00 for 
dash cameras for the Carlisle 
County Sheriff’s Department 
and $2,700 in grant money for 
the Cunningham Fire Depart¬ 
ment for self contained breath¬ 
ing apparatuses. 

In the jailer’s report, Ronny 
Owens reported there were 
four inmates in the Hickman 
County Correctional Facility 
and four in the Ballard County 
Detention Center. 

In the road report the fiscal 
court approved the purchase of 
a John Deere 6330 tractor and a 
heavy duty bush hog for mow¬ 
ing. 

County Road Department Su¬ 
pervisor Jerry Bowman re¬ 
ported on the progress on 
County Line Road by saying 


that trees have been cleaned 
out, and this week a track hoe 
will be delivered to the site to 
begin moving dirt in the area. 

A representative from Na- 
tureChem was on hand to field 
complaints from the fiscal 
court concerning their services. 
NatureChem was a company 
that promised to reduce mow¬ 
ing for the Carlisle County 
Road Department by using 
chemicals that would only dis¬ 
turb weeds, thus eliminating 
wear and tear on county equip¬ 
ment and man hours that need 
to be used to mow the roads. 

The representative said that 
with our area not having much 
of a cold spell this winter and 
there being no rain at all during 
the summer, none of the chem¬ 
icals that were used were as ef¬ 
fective as they should have 
been. 

In addition, the county has a 
tremendous Johnson grass 
issue, something that was not 
foreseen by NatureChem. The 
representative told the fiscal 
court that with the extreme 
conditions that the western part 
of the area faced, the chemistry 
used was out of line and that 
caused issues. Furthermore, the 
representative from Na¬ 
tureChem said he would like 
another year to prove himself 


and his company. “We don’t 
sell snake oil, our products 
work. That’s why we have been 
in business for 26 years. We 
had an extremely difficult win¬ 
ter, spring and summer, and all 
of those combined to cause 
your issues,” the representative 
stated. The representative apol¬ 
ogized, and told the fiscal court 
that next year will be much bet¬ 
ter and that if the fiscal court 
sticks with the program, they 
could see Johnson grass on 
roadways decrease by 25% 
each year. 

In the Sheriff’s Report, 
Carlisle County Sheriff Steve 
Perry asked the fiscal court for 
approval to purchase a 2012 
Dodge Charger Patrol Car. The 
current car is coming out of 
warranty, and the other cars are 
nearly paid off. The sheriff’s 
department has paid the county 
back in mileage each month. 
The fiscal court approved the 
purchase. 

Sheriff Perry announced that 
Otis Berry and Jackie Hendrix 
will be hired as new security 
staff at the courthouse. Berry 
comes from the McCracken 
County Courthouse, where he 
has already received all of his 
gun and security training. 


Reward Offered for Information Concerning Vandalism

The Carlisle County Sheriff’s 
Department and the Carlisle 
County Fiscal Court are look¬ 
ing for information and offer¬ 
ing a $250 reward for any 
information in the arrest and 
conviction in two vandalism 
cases. 

Over the weekend, Sheriff 
Steve Perry reported that a 
group was partying at the old 
Laketon Bottoms area, which 
now serves as the launching 


spot for the riding trails area 
the county has newly desig¬ 
nated. 

During the party, the group cut 
ruts in the driveway and left 
numerous alcohol containers 
strewn about the lot along with 
cutting ruts in local farmer’s 
fields. 

Carlisle County Sheriff Steve 
Perry is taking these acts of 
vandalism very seriously. “The 
county has invested money in 
this area to make it a place 
where the people of the county 


can enjoy the area and generate 
tourism dollars. We will not let 
the acts of an irresponsible few 
ruin it for everyone else. We 
will be prosecuting whoever is 
doing these acts to the fullest 
extent of the law,” Perry said. 

The Carlisle County Fiscal 
Court is also offering a $250 
reward in the arrest of the per¬ 
son or persons who broke a 
four foot by four window pane 
in the Milburn Gym. The Mil- 
burn Gym, which was newly 
renovated with new windows, 


doors and heating system, is a 
beacon of pride in the Milburn 
community as it always has 
been, and the fiscal court is 
dedicated to prosecuting those 
who broke out the window.

“I am very 
thankful that our local officials 
have all recognized the impor¬ 
tance of this event by lending 
their support for this cause 
through signing proclamations 
and other words of encourage¬ 
ment,” said Randy McCallon, 
Superintendent of Carlisle 
County Schools.

ciated pledge which 
underscores caring, under¬ 
standing, respecting, and edu¬ 
cating as areas related to 
stopping bullying in schools. 
These words also serve to con¬ 
struct the word CURE repre¬ 
senting the need to cure this 
problem locally, as well as 
statewide. Pledges are tabu¬ 
lated as they are completed to 
represent the number of people

Counties are colored different 
colors on a state map based on 
the number of pledges submit¬ 
ted in that specific county. 
When this press release was 
submitted to local news outlets, 
Carlisle County had been cred¬ 
ited with 502 students, educa¬ 
tors, parents, and community 
members that had completed 
and submitted the pledge. Mr. 
McCallon invited all interested 
stakeholders to be a part of the
